To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  work 
of  the  department  for  the  year  1959. 

In  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  work  produced  by  new 
legislation  much  routine  work  has  been  left  undone. 

There  has  been  a steady  flow  of  applications  under  the 
House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1959,  for  the  Standard 
Grant,  most  of  which  have  been  granted,  but  there  was  only 
one  application  for  a discretionary  grant  which  was  refused, 
as  the  work  scheduled  did  not  come  within  the  “twelve  point 
standard.” 

Itinerant  van  dwellers  have  again  been  a nuisance,  and 
legal  action  under  the  byelaws  has  been  successful  in  most 
cases.  Continuous  action  by  the  Police  and  ourselves  has 
prevented  the  formation  of  permanent  camps. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  staff  for  their  help;  to  Dr. 
Ferguson  for  his  unfailing  and  willing  co-operation;  and  to 
the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  support. 

As  this  report  will  be  my  last  one  I should  like  to  record 
that  my  interest  and  pleasure  have  been  in  my  work.  There 
have  been  five  major  floods  with  all  the  work  and  worry  con- 
nected with  them  and  the  subsequent  cleaning  and  repairing 
of  domestic  properties. 

In  addition,  there  were  about  ten  years  of  war  work,  the 
billeting  of  war-time  refugees  and  trainee  miners,  all  providing 
work  of  an  urgent  and  extraordinary  character  which  has  kept 
me  very  busy  and  caused  the  time  to  pass  very  quickly.

PROSECUTIONS 

Byelaws  with  respect  to  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds 
and  Similar  Structures 

Four  persons  were  prosecuted  on  six  charges  of  contra- 
vening the  byelaws.  Fines  of  £2  were  imposed  in  five  cases 
and  one  case  dismissed. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act 

One  person  was  prosecuted  for  selling  a mouldy  fruit  pie 
and  the  case  was  dismissed,  but  a firm  brought  in  as  third 
party  was  fined  £5  with  costs. 

One  firm  was  prosecuted  for  selling  a loaf  of  bread  con- 
taining foreign  bodies — a pin  and  a bicycle  pump  connection — 
and  was  fined  £30  with  costs. 

House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1959 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  14th  June  1959,  and 
one  of  its  main  features  was  the  institution  of  grants  for  the 
improvement  of  domestic  properties.  The  “Standard  Grant” 
is  for  the  provision  of  certain  amenities  which  may  be  lacking 
in  a house,  i.e.  a fixed  bath  or  shower  in!  a bathroom,  a wash 
basin,  a hot  water  supply,  a water  closet  in  or  contiguous  to 
the  dwelling,  and  a satisfactory  food  store.  One  or  all  of 
these  amenities  may  be  provided  under  the  scheme  to  complete 
the  total  of  five  in  order  to  rank  for  grant. 

The  “Discretionary  Grant”  is  for  more  ambitious  work, 
and  covers  improvements,  extensions  and  conversions  of  build- 
ings in  the  provision  of  living  accommodation.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

With  the  exception  of  six  houses  on  shallow  wells  and 
three  on  boreholes,  all  were  on  the  public  supply.  Town’s 
water  has  been  carried  to  a few  houses  for  drinking  purposes 

Eight  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis  and  all 
were  of  good  organic  purity,  some  were  very  hard,  and  one 
had  a very  high  iron  content. 

Thirty  samples  were  taken  for  bacterial  test,  twenty-eight 
were  satisfactory,  and  two  were  not  satisfactory;  twenty  were 
from  the  town  supply,  nine  from  boreholes,  and  one  from  a 
chum  supply.  The  two  people  using  the  unsatisfactory  waters 
were  advised  to  boil  all  water  before  use. 


Closet  Accommodation  and  Cesspools 

All  properties  but  one  within  reach  of  the  sewers  were 
connected  to  the  sewerage  system  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  8 privies,  19  pail  closets  and  29  water  closets  con- 
nected to  cesspools.  There  were  26  cesspools. 


Cleansing  of  Drains 

The  arrangements  for  clearing  choked  drains  were  con- 
tinued to  the  benefit  of  property  owners  and  tenants,  and  such 
nuisances  were  cleared  rapidly  and  at  very  low  cost. 


Municipal  Dustbin  Scheme 

The  rate  borne  scheme  for  the  renewal  of  dustbins  is 
working  very  well,  and  507  dustbins  were  supplied  during 
the  year. 
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Flooding 

There  was  no  danger  from  flooding  at  any  time,  rather 
was  the  emphasis  on  drought  conditions  because  of  the  long, 
dry,  hot  summer.

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

The  three  instruments  set  up  by  the  Department  of  Scien- 
tific and  Industrial  Research  to  gauge  the  extent  of  atmospheric 
pollution  were  in  operation  throughout  the  year. 

There  was  a slight  diminution  in  the  weight  of  total  solids 
per  square  mile,  but  how  much  of  this  difference  was  due  to  the 
long  dry  summer  we  do  not  know.  Judging  by  the  monthly 
figures  there  would  appear  to  be  no  relationship  between  rain- 
fall and  weight  of  deposit  as  equal  rainfalls  can  show  great 
variations  in  weights  of  deposits.

Smoke  Observations 

Twenty-two  observations  were  made  of  the  South  York- 
shire Woodworking  Company’s  chimneys,  and  on  two  occasions 
black  smoke  was  emitted.  The  problem  with  these  furnaces 
is  the  emission  of  charred  wood  and  grit  from  the  burning  of 
wood  chippings  and  sawdust,  and  the  firm  is  now  planning 
the  installation  of  a stepped  grate  furnace  to  obtain  complete 
combustion  of  the  raw  fuel. 

The  colliery  chimneys  have  proved  the  value  of  mechani- 
sation of  the  furnaces  by  their  smoke-free  records. 

Burning  Colliery  Tip 

Small  fires  occur  frequently  but  they  are  soon  extinguished 
by  bulldozing  and  compacting,  and  the  nuisance  is  kept  within 
reasonable  bounds.  Large  parts  of  the  tip  have  been  moved 
in  the  search  for  red  ash  and  the  possibility  of  a nuisance 
from  red  dust  was  ever  present,  but  no  complaints  were  received. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

There  were  ten  licensed  sites  containing  38  vans,  and 
all  complied  with  the  Council’s  requirements. 

The  gravest  problem  in  a so-called  way  of  life  is  the 
wandering  van  dweller  with  his  dirty  ways,  unclean  habits, 
untidiness  and  lack  of  any  sense  of  order  or  respect  for  other 
people’s  property. 

Energetic  action  by  this  department  and  the  police  has 
kept  them  on  the  move,  but  even  this  action  has  not  prevented 
country  lanes  and  vacant  sites  becoming  rubbish  dumps  and 
eyesores.
